AGAINST THE GAS TRUST. 


TALK IN THE COUNCIL OF BUILDING 
GAS WORKS, 


That Will Be Done or There Will Be an 
Electric Lighting Plan Adopted Very 
Soon—The Trust Anxious to Compro- | 
mise—Looking After the Telephone 
People—Leonard Swett on the Rela- 
tiens of the City and the Gas Trust. 


The City Council met last night, Mayor 
Roche presiding. The Mayor sent in a com- 
munication in reference to the death of Mr. 
Washburne, which will be found elsewhere. 

Ald. McGregor submitted the following, 


which was passed: 

Ordered, That the Corporation Counsel be and 
he is ery directed to prepare and send to this 
Council at its next regular meeting an opinion as 
to the right of the city to erect, maintain, and 
operate gas works for the purpose of illuminat- 
ing the streets and public build and furnish- 

gas to private consumers, and also as to the 

t of the city toissue bondsto defray the 
cost of constructing, maintaining, and operating 
the same. 

Ald. McGregor algo submitted an order, 
which was referred to the Committee on Gas, 
calling on the Department of Public Works 
to report the probable cost of constructing 


gas works, with the necessary gas mains 
and pipes, for illuminating the streets and 
public and private buildings. 

The following was submitted: | 

Ordered, That the Superintendent of the Fire- 
Alarm Telegraph prepare and submit to the City 
Council within two months an estimate of the 
cost to the city — — 42 necessary plant 
and supplying electrio-light by the year for 
the streets and population between Madison, 
Halsted, and Twelfth streets and Ashland ave- 
nue, and also the minimum cost per annum to 
the consumer in said district for such electrio- 
lighting. 

Ald. Wetherell presented an amendment 
making the boundaries Halsted street on the 
west, Chicago avenue on the north, Twelfth 
street on the south, and Lake Michigan on 
the east. The amendment was carried. 

The Committee on Judiciary, to whom was 
referred an ordinance requiring telephone 
companies to pay license fees for the privilege 
of opening streets, recommended the passage 
of an ordinance which was read compelling 
telephone companies to pay $10 per phone for 
the permission of laying wires on streets not 

occupied by them. In answer to 
sev questions, Ald. Hamline said the only 
way that the company could be taxed was 


fore, when it wanted to occupy a new street 
or new territory and asked for a license it 
could be made to pay $10 per telephone for 
the privilege. He further stated that he had

THE CITY AND THE GAS TRUST. 


Plant the Thing. 

The Gas Trust is anxious to compromise 
with the city. Suturday last the representa- 
tives of the Gas Trust appeared before the 
Judiciary Committee of the City Council and 
offered to furnish gas for a given number of 
years at a price not to exceed $1.25 per 1,000 
for the North and South Sides, and $1.50 
for the West Side. The condition of this 
proposal was, of course, that the Council 
should not pass the repealing ordinance. The 
matter was postponed. 

Mr. Leonard Swett was asked yesterday if 
the Council had the legal right to bind the 
city to any contract for a number of years, 
whether to accept gas at a given priceor 
otherwise. 

“The Judiciary Committee or any other 
committee, or the City Council itself, cannot 
bind the city to any contract of the kind you 
refer to,” said Mr. Swett. Ten years ago or 
so Judge Anthony and myself were en-

e Billings or the People's Gas- 
light & Coke Company. The city had 
entered into a contract with the compan 
to the effect that the company should furnish 
gas to the city for ten years at $8 per thou- 
sand cubic feet,the contract to date from 
April 1, 1869.

Billings, President of the gas company, 
Mayor J. B. Rice, Controller im- 
ball, and City-Clerk A. H. Bodman. Judge

He realizes 
that the supposed sutcide’s letters have saved 
him from the gallows.

| DISASTERS IN THE BUSINESS WORLD. 


Failure of Rood & Maxwell, Lumbermen, of 
‘Washburn, Wis.—Other Assignments. 

ASHLAND, Wis., Oct. 24.—[Special.}]—The lum- 
ber firm of Rood & Maxwell made an assignment 
today after the Third National Bank of St. Paul 
had attached over $35,000 worth of their property 
to satisfy a claim of $208,000. Other claims are 
as follows: Northern National Bank of Ashland, 
$24,000; C.C. Thompson & Walkup Company, 
Chicago, 830,000; Frank Bontin of Bayfield, 
$18,000; unpaid labor claims, 810.000; Chicago, 
Minneapolis & Omaha Railroad Company, $50,000. 
The amounts of the assets are unknown. Mr. 
Maxwell arrived at Bayfield at 7 o'clock this 
morning with an ment drawn and ready to 
file, not —＋ Prag an attachment had been 
levied sdortly rmidnight. The affairs of the 
concern are — badly mixed up. The - 
ment will probably be fought by the creditors 
who have lost their opportunity to file prior at- 
tachment. There undoubtedly are many other 
claims, but they are unknown. The firm owned 
about two townships of pine, or about 60,000,000 
feet, which would kee eir mills running only 
two years. It is said that there was a 000 
mortgage on the property before the attachments 
were served, 

There have been rumors for the last few days 
that an assignment was probable, and this is 
thought to have caused the St. Paul bank to take 
the step taken today. The legal representatives 
of the bank chartered the steamer Barker and 
worked th entire night between Bayfield and 
Washburn securing their claim. 

The liabilities will reach $450,000. According 
to Maxwell's statement he can wipe out every 
claim and still be worth $100,000. ere is some 
uneasiness, however, among creditors. The 
St. Paul bank’s attachment covers the entire mill 
plant, sawed lumber, logs, and standing pine of

His unique value 
as a scholarly, unselfish, profoundly devoted 
Radical has for a long time apparent to 


politacal camp in England. hen he first 
entered ministeria) life twenty months ago 
as Chief Secretary for Ireland tae av 
Liberal politician of England knew him on 
asa doctrinaire and quietly distrusted the 
wisdom of his selection.

It is not easy to under- 
stand what the unemployed hope to gain by 
their continuous meetings. They have no 
plans, and wander about from one orator to 
another.

Just as Grover Cleveland finishes up his 
swing around the circle the Democratic ex- 
President, Jefferson Davis, begins another 
feat of the same sort, though round a smaller 
orbit.

An Affidavit Which Shows Their Connec- 
tion with the California Wheat Deal. 
SAN FRANCISCO, Cal,, Oct, 24.—[Special.]— 
The failure of the wheat dealin San Francisco 
is beginning to cause legal complications that 
may finally involve Mackay and Flood of the 
Nevada Bank. Today George W. McNear, who 
was à leading bear in the recent deal, 
commenced a suit in the Superior 
Court against 8. W. Sears to recover 
$8,800 for the latter’s failure to keep a contract 
for the sale of 1.000 tons of No.1 wheat. The 
plaintiff alleges that when in due time he offered 
Sears the proper warehouse receipts, showing 
that he had the requisit amount of 
wheat ready for delivery, Sears backed 
out of the contract, the corner having 
collapsed and Dresbach and Rosenfeld, for whom 


Sears was buying, having been unadle to get any 
more money from the Nevada Bank, and conse- 
quently failed. Carl Hanson, a speculator who 
is recorded as indebted to the Nevada Bank for 
several thousand dollars, advanced during the 
wheat deal, has filed an affidavit in which 
he charges Mackay and Flood with having been 
directly interested in thé deal. Hanson states 
thathe acted as go-between, so that Dresbach 
and Rosenfeld should appear as the only organ- 
izers ofthe deal, and the money advanced by 
the bank was more than offset dy his services 
in conducting affairs. Mackay and Flood have 
strictly asserted that Dresbach and Rosenfeld 
1 the wheat deal themselves and the 

evada Bank merely advanced money on 
the wheat as it was stored. Hanson's 
affidavit, if it can be sustained, will, of 
course, change matters atly, and the 
brokers who had thousands of tons of wheat left 
on their hands by the sudden collapse of the cor- 
ner will look to the Nevada Bank millionaires 
for redress, and not to Dresbach and Rosenfeld, 
the bankrupt operators.

Future of the Iron Trade. 


A Pittsburg iron man, who has turned his at- 
tention to the Southerniron-flelds with much 


success, and now makes his home in St. Louis, 


is E. C. Darley. He is a man of medium size, of 


blonde complexion, and full, yellowish beard. 
He has been in New York for some time. In dis- 
cussing the iron situation he gave some figures: 


“There is at the present time,“ said he, con- 
siderable feeling of anxiety about the future of 


the iron trade of thiscountry. It has so many 
ups and downs that whenever it goes un there 
comes a widespread feeling that it will next go 
down. I see no reason for any such belief. While 
we are manufacturing more and more iron every 
year, the consumption is also growing greater 
every year, and there is @ percentage of produc- 


tion which never comes back again into use, of 


which people take little or no account. The total 
iron product last year was about 1,750,000 tons. 
Of that amount 360,000 went into nails, and when 
nails are used they never come back into the iron 
market. One hundred and twenty thousand tons 
were used up in the manufacture of thin sheet- 
iron, which is also gone, and 750,000 went into 
ipe and rods. None of this iron will ever come 
k into the market—neither as scrap or other- 
wise, The extension of the use of iron is very 
great, especially in the line of building, in which 
the necessity for making the structures fire- 
proof has created a great demand for iron. If 
the increase of the production continues as at 
present I think we shall have an iron yield of 
2,000,000 tons by 1900.

THE SPLENDID HOME OF THE BRUCES. 


The Fine Country Seat of a+ Disreputable 
English Peer. 

Savernake House, the residence of the 
Most-Hon. George William Thomas Brude- 
nell-Bruce, Marquis and Earl of Ailes- 
bury, Earl of Cardigan, and Viscount Saver- 
nake, who has been ruled off the turf for 
dishonest practices, occupies one of the 
tinest situations in. the South of England, 


and if the proprietor were of a philosophic 


turn of mind he could find within his own 
domain abundant consolation for the decision 
which hus deprived him of the questionable 


privilege of appearing upon English race- 


courses. Saverttake House, in fact, stands 
in tne heart of Savernake Forest, the 
largest piece of wooded country in England 
that is in possession of a single subject. 
The forest, which is about sixteen miles in 


circuit, comprises nearly 4,000 acres—or more 
than two-thirds the area of Epping Forest 


und the house is approached by an avenue 


of beeches that is almost unrivaiea.

« Michigan Farm. 


Dnited States Senator “Thomas Witherell 
Palmer of Michigan loves to call himself a 
farmer. He is one for several months in 
each year, and this fall he has become a ver- 
itable son of toil. The $2,000,000 which he is 


supposed to possess was made, not on a farm, 


but in the lumber business and in outside 


speculations, to which he has given many 


years of his life. He owns a beautiful farm 
of over 300 acres in Wayne County, Michi- 


gan, just four miles from the centre of the 
City of Detroit. The farm is managed, 


not as an experiment or a Plaything, 


but in a practical, farmer-like way. 

is stocked with fat cattle, Percheron 
horses, and the latest improved machin- 
ery. and is one of the model farms of the 
country. One of its principal features is an 
immense cattle barn, one of the finest 
of the kind ever erected, with concrete floors, 
sick wards, and numerous other contrivances 
of modern invention for the comfort and 
health of blooded stock. In a commanding 


spot on this beautiful farm Senator Palmer 
has erected a log house, and furnished it 


with articles collected from the New England 
homes of his ancestors.

house. Senator Palmer takes great delight

Red peppers and dried apples hang from the 
rafters of the ceiling, and a register is in the 
hall in which each visitor is expected to write 
his name.

Yet William Shakspeare knew all the time 
that he was a great man, and that some day 
he would write pieces to speak. He left 
Stratford at the age of 21 and went to Lon- 
don, where he attracted very little attention, 
for he belonged to the yeomanry, being a 
kind of dramatic Horace Greeley, both in the 


matter of clothes and penmanship. Thus it 


would seem that while Sir Francis Bacon 


was atten a business college and getting

During this time Francis Bacon was in 
public life. He and Shakspeare had nothing 
in common.

While Bacon was in the Senate, living high 
and courting — — Shakspeare had 
to stuff three large pillows into his pantaloons 
and play Falstaff at a one-night stand. 

Is it likely that Bacon, breathing the per- 
fumed air of the Capitol and chucking the 
Treasury girls under the chin ever and ano 
huvgered for the false joys of the underpaid 
and underscored dramatist? Scarcely! 

That is one reason why I prefer to take the 
side of Shakspeare rather than the side of

COUNTY MONEY MATTERS. 


THE SALARY LIST SLIGHTLY CHANGED 
AND ADOPTED. 


A Big Lobby Present to Hear the Debate 
on the Question—The County’s Finances 
Mr. Grinnell Sends in a Communica- 
tion Relating to Settlements with Boo- 
dle Contractors—Mr. Abbott, the Coal 
Contractor, Makes an Explanation.

Mr. Cool saidthe old 
sa.ary list was agreeable to all the employés, 
and he thought the great error had been that fa- 
voritism had been shown instead of a general 
reduction of a certain per cent, which was nec- 
essary in order to reduce expenses. Mr. Will- 
jams said as the board had got rid of the unnec- 
essary employés it was no more than right that 
those remaining should get respectable salaries.

THE WEST SIDE COMPANY WINS AN 
IMPORTANT CASE. 


It Can Lay Its Tracks on Polk Street and 
West Across the River, Despite the Op- 
position of the City and the Great West- 
ern Railroad Company—A Fighting Mu- 
sician—Importunate International Mu- 
itary Encampment Creditors. 


The Chicago West Division Railway Com- 
pany won a substantial victory yesterday in its 
suit against the city and the Chicago & Great 
Western Railroad Company. The original bill 
claimed that the West Division road by an ordi- 
nance of 1859 was given the right to lay tracks on 
Fifth ayenue to Polk street, and west on Polk 
across the river to Canal street; that the public 
exigencies had not required building or operat- 
ing such line until recently; and that when it did 
begin to take steps to lay tracks on Polk street 
the Mayor refused to give a permit to cross the 
river. The company asked for an injunction to pre- 
vent the city authorities from interfering with the 
proposed track-laying. Ina supplemental bill 
it was charged that the city had passed an ordi- 
nance directing the Chicago & Great Western 
Railroad to construct a viaduct at the Polk street 
crossing and the street-railroad company wanted 
an injunction to prevent this, on the ground that 
it would put a bar to la any street-car tracks 
up the approach from avenue on Polk. A 
temporary injunction was granted under the 
original bill. case was heard on its merits 
in June last by Judge Jamieson, and yesterday 
he rendered a decision in favor of the street- 
railroad company.

as practicable,” as the ordinance demanded, In 
1861 an amendment was passed extending the 
time of laying the tracks five years, but they 
were gnot laid within that time, and hence all 
rights thereunder expired, The Judge, however,

The fact that the city had fixed the explicit time 
for some of them and reserved the right to com- 
pel the street-railway company to lay any of the 
others within sixty Gays showed that as to this 
track, no time being fixed, they might construct 
it whenever they deemed the public neces- 
sity required it.

A Musician Objects te Being Boycotted. 

Some time ago Andrew Byrne filed a bill in the 
Superior Court against the Chicago Musical So- 
ciety to prevent them from expelling him because 
he had violated one of their rules. Yesterday he 
filed an amended bill attscking all the rules of 
the society which prescribe a soaie of prices for 
members, on the ground that they are in restraint 
of trade and illegal, and asserting his inherent 
right to hire wherever he could get men cheap- 
est. He also attacks the National League of 
Musicians because it upholds the local societies 
in their illegal rules, and asks that the Chicago 
society may be enjoined from enforcing the rules 
relating to prices against him. 


Creditors of the Military Encampment 
Want to Be Heard. 

In the case of Bentley againat the defunct In- 
ternational Military Encampment an interven- 
ing petition’ was filed yesterday before Judge 
Garnett, representing that they furnished mate- 
rials and did the work for building nearly a mile 
of fence and divers platforms and floors, and 
that there is about $3,000 due them, which they 
want paid.

Husbana and wife had each 
the power of giving by will real estate to a 
mother, sister, or friend, or otherwise at pleas-
